Cuba gave its reply later to- 
day to the United States notes. 


Its contents were not disclosed | 


immediately. 

United States Ambassador 
Philip Bonsal -was handed the 
29-page Cuban answer by For- 
eign Ministry Sub- Secretary 
Francisco Chavarry. 

(The Associated Press said the 
note rejected Washington conten- 
tions that efforts are being made 
here to replace traditional United 
States-Cuban friendly relations 
with hostility and distrust. The 
note, which covered almost every 
major phase of Cuban-United 
States relations, repeated accusa- 
tions that American-based planes 
bombed Cuba. It cited specifi- 
cally bombings of two sugar 
mills in central and western 
Cuba last month.) 

In his speech Castro said he 
said he considers a pamphlet put 
out here which is critical of the 
United States to be “without of- 


fense to anyone.” The pamphiet | 


deals with a leaflet raid over 
Havana last month.

Back to Charlemagne 

Those who recall two German invasions of 
France in one generation rub their eyes as 
they behold German Dr. Adenauer and French 
Gen. De Gaulle arm-in-arm.

J OGJAKARTA, Indonesia, Nov. 

13 (AP) — South Viet Nam, a 
major recipient of American aid, 
today criticized the new United 
States policy aimed at getting 
borrowing countries to do their 
buying in America. 

South Viet Nam’s Foreign Min- 
ister Vu Van Mau also told 
delegates at the Colombo Plan 
conference that terms offered by 
the American Development .Loan 
Fund “are too rigid and too dif- 
ficult for any underdeveloped 
countries to meet.” 


In an obvious reference to the 
“buy American”’ policy, Vu said: 

“If they lay down that loaned 
money can only be used in pay- 
ment of goods and services pur- 
chased in the lending country, 
then the benefit of low interest 
rates may be more than can- 
celled out... 


“In such cases, prices of goods | 
and costs of services are not 
competitive and are higher than 
the world price, and the real 
value of the loan would be less 
than it appeared to be.. .” 

For this reason, Vu said, the 
proposed World Bank Interna- 
tional Development Association 
for easy-term loans to new na- 
tions is most welcome. 

He added, however, that “‘if 
this new agency fails to relax 
its technical requirement and 
adopt more flexible procedures 
than DLF, we. are afraid that 
many underdeveloped countries 
will not be able to qualify for 
loans and the objectives of the 
agency will not be achieved.”

and the Far East, told the 21- 
nation conference fledging Asian | | 
nations “are not making fast |

The realty association is hold- 
ing its 52nd annual convention 
with 5000 from the United States 
and Canada attending. 

Walker said it would be an 
impossibility and a tragedy if 
the Urban Renewal Administra- 
tion were to enforce a single 
standard for all cities for the 
workable programs that are a 
prerequisite for federal aid.

Market studies, he said, have 
taken on great importance be- 
cause théy give some reliable 
indication of whether the pro- 
posed project will have public 
acceptance and salability. It is 
not enough, he indicated, for a 
city to have a workable pro- 
gram that looks good on paper, 


Takes Issue. 


Rehabilitation of older prop- 
erties will also become more 
important during the coming 
years, Walker predicted. He said 
that the cream of unoccupied 
land had been taken off through 
the construction of new housing. 
But many growing families are 
showing substantial -interest in 
reclaimed older houses with 
more and larger rooms, bigger 
yards and parking facilities. 

Walker also took issue with a 
statement last Sunday by James 
M. Duall, president of the realty 
association, that a city should 
receive federal urban aid only 
when it cannot pay its own way.

On Nov. 14, 1889, Nellie Bly, 
one of the first woman reporters 
in the United States, began an 
around-the-word trip attempting 
to make the journey in less than 
80 days. , 

At a time when just being a 
woman reporter was unheard 
of, Elizabeth Cochrane, using 
the pen name of Nellie Bly, con- 
vinced her employer, Joseph 
Pulitzer of the New York World, 
such a trip could be made. 

The slender 5-foot-5 
was born in 1867 near Pi : 
the third child in a family of 10. 
She first won herself a job ‘on 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch after 
anonymously submitting an ar- 
ticle to the paper titled “What 
Girls Are Good For.” 

George Madden, then editor 
of the Pittsburgh paper, broke 
journalistic precedent by hiring 
a woman but it was a move he 
never regretted. . 

It wasn’t long before her pop- 
ularity grew. In the beginning 
the citizens of Pittsburgh spec- 
ulated whether a man or a wom- 
an was writing the stories that

People 
argued in the streets as to who 
was writing the stories. The Dis- 
patch was selling a lot of papers. 
~ While with the Pittsburgh pa- 
per Nellie wrote feature stories, 
covered news for several de- 
partments, attended society wed- 
dings and a host of other assign- 
ments. 
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tion, improvements were made 
not only in New York but in oth- 
er American hospitals. 

Nellie Bly had captured New 
York. 

Although new inventions were 
appearing almost daily in Ameri- 


ca, transportation was still creak- 


ing. Trains were slow, ships not 
seaworthy and communications 
in general bad. 

After reading Jules« Verne’s 
“Around the World in Eighty 
Days,” Nellie hit on the idea of 
challenging the time of Verne’s 
hero, Phileas Fogg. 


Fogg made the fictional 
around-the-world trip in 80 days 
and it took Nell a full year to 
convince Mr. Pulitzer that she 
could beat that time. 


On Nov. 14, 1889, Nellie stood 
on the bridge of the steamer 
Augusta Victoria, nervously ar- 
ranging her reddish brown bangs, 
as the ship headed out into the 
Atlantic. 

Dubbed the “Female Phileas 
Fogg,” she promised to be 
back in the World office in 75 
days. No one thought she 
could make it in 85. 

Sailing dates were anyone's 
guess at that time and she was 
starting out in a season of storms 
and ns. 

On her first day out she be- 
came seasick. A male passenger 
laughed at her plight: ‘‘And she’s 
going around the world alone!” 

He underestimated Nellie. 

After a long. sleep she recov- 
ered and’ felt like a veteran gsea- 
man for the remaining five days 
and 21 hours, despite the fact 
that it was one of the stormiest 
crossings in years. 

She left the ship by tug and 
was met at the Southampton dock 
by the London correspondent of 
the World. He had brought along 
an invitation from Jules Verne 
for Nell to visit him and his 
wife. 

She was elated as she and 
the World representative hur- 
ried for London and on to 
Amiens, France, to visit Verne. 

Although the visit took her 
nearly 180 miles from her sched- 
uled route she had a great de- 
sire to meet the famous author. 

The Vernes greeted Nell warm- 
Verne was amazed at the 
tiny reporter’s fearlessness. He 
commented, “Is it possible that 
this child is traveling around 
the world alone?”

“New York City? Where in 
thunder is it?” 

That took some explaining. 

On the afternoon of Nov. 27 
the Victoria anchored at Port 
Said exactly on schedule. The 
next morning Nell sighted the 
Suez Canal. She reported: “It 
was an enormous ditch enclosed 
on either side with high sand- 
banks.”’ 

A guessing game as to the ex- 
act amount of time Nellie would 
take on her swing around the 
globe was started. A round trip 
to Europe and 50 English pounds 
were offered as a prize. 

Nellie suffered a five-day de- 
lay in Colombo, Ceylon, but fi- 
nally boarded the ship Oriental, 
Janding in Singapore two days 
later. 

Leaving Singapore the next 
night the Oriental sailed into the 
heart of a monsoon. Raging 
winds and high waves pounded 
the steamer. 

“Tf the ship wasagoing down 
there was time enough to worry 
when it went,” she asserted. 

Despite the poundings of the 
monsoon, the Oriental docked in 
Hong Kong Dec. 22, two days 
ahead of schedule. 

Nell cried at the thought of be- 
ing so far away from home. 
Hong Kong was filthy and un- 
like the white Christmas she 
would have enjoyed in Pittsburgh 
or New York. 

Christmas eve, Nell and some 
friends visited Canton which 
proved much worse than Hong 
Kong. She visited the leper vil- 
lage which she described as 
“ghostly in misery.” 

At the Canton jail she saw a 
room filled with instruments of 
torture, thumb screws, puuueys 
on which people were hung by 
their thumbs and whips of split 
bamboo. 

She had her Christmas dinner 
in the Temple of the Dead, where 
caskets of hundreds of bodies 
had been stacked for 75 years 
or more. 

She was anxious to continue 
her trip. 

On Dec. 28 she boarded the 
steamer Oceanic for Yokohama, 
Japan, arriving on Jan. 3, 1890. 

Her comment on Japan; “Ja- 
pan is a land of beauty, love, 
poetry and cleanliness. The Jap- 
anese are a cheerful, happy 
people. Their food is excellent 
and their dainty houses clean 

and doll-like.” 


The Oceanic sailed for San | 


Francisco Jan. 7, the last leg 
of her journey. 

Three days from Yokahama 
violent storms hit the ship.
